Terrible Tragedy in M innesota Over

T h em to N ew Y ork. 
New Y'ork. November 2d — tVilliam O'Brien 
and wife. T. D. Sullivan and wife, Jo h a Diilon 
aud Tim othy HarriDgton arrived this m orning 
on tire steam er Le c ham pagne. A Reception 
Comm 
ee representing the various Iri'h socie­ 
ties m et them at quarantine, and w hen the 
steam er arrived at the dock a reception was 
held, after w hich the visitors went to the Holli­ 
m an House. 
Governor Hill was one of the first to call upon 
them . He warm ly welcomed them to the city 
and State, expressed 
sym pathy w ilh their 
cause and signed his nam e to the address of 
welcome prepared by the Irish societies. M ayo' 
Grant did the same. Eugene Kelly aud Josep.u 
O Donahue were also am ong the callers. 
In a talk w ith newspaper m en O'Brien said 
th a t out of forty by elections held ia Great B rit­ 
ain since the assem bling of the present P arlia­ 
m ent, fourteen had been won by the Home 
Rule party. This was a fair indication of the 
leeling of the Irish people on the question. 
He 
believed the Tories would be forced to dissolve 
Parliam ent sooner than they anticipated. 
O’Brien also read an address on the situation 
of Irish affairs and the purport of the visit of 
him self and fellow-traveler» to America. 
"W e 
are com ing to Am erica,’’ the address said, "by 
a desire and w ith the approval of Parnell aud 
the Irish Parliam entary party." 
O'Brien stated that there was absolute unity 
in the ranks of the Parliam entary party aud 
am ong the people. The taunt of the instability 
of purpose could no longer be throw n at Ire­ 
land. Speaking of the t xperience of Dillon and 
him self, O'Brien said thev were well watched 
by the police and spies 
W hen they took the 
special train at Lim erick the police took a n ­ 
other special train iu order to keep them con­ 
tinually in sight. 
Yet, they were caught nap­ 
ping. Neither bribes nor threats induced any 
one to tell the police of their depanure, aud 
Balfour’s system of espionage was wasted. 
"T he Governm ent caunot tiust its own serv­ 
aras,” continued O'Brien. “ Why, on the dav 
before we were arrested, Dillon wrote me in ­ 
form ing me w hat was going to take place. 
Although it was supposed tobe a Castle secret. 
“ We waited iu Tipperary so long as there 
seemed the least chance of forcing a prompt 
disposal of the charge as soon. As the tactics of 
the Governm ent were quite clear, we took leave 
to tum ble their elaborate house of cards about 
their ears, and cam e away to appeal to America 
against Balfour’s ignoble doil»e for starving out 
a tenantry whom he has failed to intim idate. 
We will, of course, return the m om ent our busi­ 
ness is finished. If we shall have In the m ean­ 
tim e received the m eans of preserving the 
Irish ranks unbroken until the general elec­ 
tion, we will not begrudge Balfour w hatever 
com fort he can derive from keeping us in jail 
for our success. 
"T he essence of the Tory policy in Ireland is 
land purchase on the landlords’ own terms. To 
e flicl this th e tenants’ com bination had to be 
stam ped out. The tenants once sm ashed and 
disorganized, under terror of coercion, a cabinet 
of landlords 
and landlord tribunals could 
arrange the rest at will. It was w ith a view to 
crushing the tenants’ comDinatious that all 
prosecutions, b&tonings and 
police outrages 
took place, aud it was to prevent this th at the 
Irish representatives cam e here. 
"T he London Times has exultantly calcu­ 
lated," con inues the address, "th at ÍJalfnur’s 
policy has cost the tenants' defense fund £50,000 
a year, and th at it cost us £10,000 more to build 
new Tipperary. They calculated that the Irish 
people at hom e.who last year subscribed £60,000 
for the evicted tenants’ futid would not be able 
to come to the rescue this year, and th at we 
m ust therefore appeal to America. Hence the 
Tipperary arrtsts on the eve of our departure. 
If the tenanls would be broken by the terrorism 
of starvation, 
ihe Governm ent could carry 
w ha:ever land purchase schem e they pleased, 
and go to the country w ith a trium ph over the 
success of coercion. On the other hand, if Bal­ 
four has to face the general election w ith a con­

W hile Charles Dougherty, a son of the 
silver-tongued orator, was Secretary of 
Legation in Rome during Cleveland’s ad­ 
ministration, 
an American citizen was 
compelled to put up with an imposition 
from the Italian Government which has 
never till now been recorded in print. An 
American gentleman purchased a house in 
the Eternal City from an English resi­ 
dent who was moving to a villa in the 
outskirts. 
Not long after the American 
had become the owner he 
discovered 
buried in the garden a couple of statues, 
evidently antique, and rather the worse 
for wear. 
As he knew little and cared 
less about such things, he resolved to sell 
them and accordingly made his discovery 
known. 
To his surprise the Italian Gov­ 
ernm ent sent to him for the marbles, 
lie 
explained that he had bought the prop­ 
erty. 
The Government told him he might 
keep the property, but he must give up 
the statues. 
He consulted the English­ 
man from whom he had bought the house 
and grounds, and the Englishman had told 
him that he had made a sim ilar discovery 
and had sold his “treasure trove” without 
opposition from the authorities. 
“Go and 
see your M inister,” said the Englishman. 
The American accordingly went and laid 
his case before that gentleman. 
“You’ll 
have to give up the statues,” said he. 
“But the English owner sold his.” 
“ Ah, 
but he was an Englishman; you, as an 
American, have here no redress; nor have 
I influence enough here to protect you. 
You’d better comply with the demand of 
the Government or you may have serious 
trouble.” 
“But if my case were reported 
to W ashington—?” 
“It would be quite 
useless. 
The American flag commands no 
respect here.” 
The Italian Government 
got the statues.—Philadelphia Inquirer. 


A M exican R elic. 
Among the many articles of interest in 
the new N atural H istory Museum at 
Vienna perhaps nothing has been more 
discussed than an old Mexican relic which 
is preserved with great care under glass. 
This relic, which is now known as the 
field badge of K ing Montezuma, had lain 
for 300 years in the Arobrase collection, 
where it was 
at 
first 
catalogued as 
a Moorish hat of long, heavy, glistening 
green and golT feathers. 
One investigator held that it was an In ­ 
dian hat, another an Indian apron; but 
in 1820 it was at last known to be a M exi­ 
can badge of high rank, and through 
Ferdinand H oehstetter it was proved to 
he the genuine field decoration of King 
Montezuma, captured by Cortez in 1520, 
after the battle of Otumha. 
_ 
T his battle was followed by the wild 
flight of the Mexicans, and the robbing of 
the land by Cortez, who sent the standard 
and wardrobe of the King, with much 
gold, to the Emperor Charles V. of Spain. 
The latter gave the standard to Pope 
Clement V II., who sent it to Grand Duke 
Ferdinand of Tyrol, for the Ambrase col­ 
lection. 
It is shaped like a fan, and is made from 
tail-feathers of the bird of paradise, which 
have a glitter like gold over their red, 
green and blue colors. 
The moths had 
partly destroyed it, but of the 500 original 
feathers only forty-one were much injured, 
and those have been replaced by new ones, 
and the former beauty is fully restored.

BRAZIL AND DOM PEDRO. 


It involve# the right of members to do by neg­ 
lect, what they cannot do by performance, of 
duty. It means a government of the minority 
instead of a government of the majority. A 
member may be present to call “no quorum,” 
but must be regarded as absent when a quorum 
is to be counted. This monumental absurdity 
the present House abolished by saying that 
actual presence and constructive absence were 
as iuucn a parliamentary as a physical impossi­ 
bility. and by establishing the ruie that a mem­ 
ber present within view of the Speaker and 
Clerk is present for the purpose for which his 
constituents sent him to the House, viz , to do 
business, and must be counted to make a quo­ 
rum. 


COLONEL MARKHAM’S CANDIDACY. 


Tlie rapidity with which Colonel Mark­ 
ham is augmenting his strength in the 
State is remarkable. 
No candidate for 
Governor in many years has received such 
ovations from the people. 
It has been 
said that Mr. Markham has a happy fac­ 
ulty of making friends, and this is better 
than the art of the orator in a campaign 
that is so personal, and in which the issues 
are so few. 
Sacramento county can be 
depended upon to give Mr. Markham a 
fine majority, and the indications are that 
it will reflect his triumph.

NEW FOUNDLAND'S OFFER. 


The dispatches say that Dam Pedro is 
about to ask leave of the Brazilian repub­ 
lic to return to that country to pass the 
remainder of his days as a private citizen. 
The question is asked by some of our con­ 
temporaries whether a republic can afford 
to grant such a request made by a former 
monarch, and whether, in such a case as 
that of Dom Pedro’s, the Brazilian Gov­ 
ernment would do a politic thing by ad­ 
mitting him to the country. 
LTnquestionably it will lie both safe aud 
wise for the new republic to grant the aged 
Emperor’s petition if it has been made, 
which we are inclined to doubt. It is true 
that there are elements in Brazil not 
friendly to the present form of govern­ 
ment, and which would conspire to its 
overthrow on slight pretexts. 
It is also 
true that the presence of the old Emperor 
would tend to influence them in that di­ 
rection. 
But the republic is equal to all 
such influences, and it can demonstrate its 
confidence in its own strength in no bet­ 
ter way than by saying to the ex-Emperor, 
“Come home and pass your last days with 
us.” 
If Dom Pedro should return, he would, 
o f course, do so under a pledge to engage 
in no revolutionary movements, and not to 
countenance any; in 
other words, he 
would pledge himself not to abuse the 
privilege granted. 
H e is a man of un­ 
wavering fidelity to trust reposed in him. 
H e would suffer death rather than betray 
a trust or make breach of a confidence. 
He could, therefore, be admitted as a 
friend in perfect trust that he would not 
prove untrue. 
His admission would say 
to all the world that Brazil, as a republic, 
is not the enemy of the man, but of the 
title he wore and all it represents iu polit­ 
ical life. 
It would be a splendid example 
of the capacity of the Brazilians for self­ 
government and of their ability to main­ 
tain a republic. 
The elements antago­ 
nistic to the Government would be abso­ 
lutely weaker with Dom Pedro at home 
and refusing to be a party to their schemes 
than with Dom Pedro abroad as an exile. 


The local government of Newfoundland 
has sent a Commissioner to the United 
States to make us a fisheries proposition. 
The New York Commercial Bulletin thus 
summarizes the proposition: 
Am erican fi-herm en are to have the privi­ 
lege ol entering the harbors of N ew luunaiand 
to purchase bait on the same terms as New­ 
foundland li-h tn n en , and the privilege of trad­ 
ing aud selling fish, oils, etc , subject only to 
such customs 
duties as are imposed 
upon 
.Newfoundland vessels sim ilarly employed; also 
the privilege of the w inter frozen herring fish 
ery. 
In return lor this. Newfoundland asks the 
free adm ission to the Uni ed states of her fish 
aud oils aud crude m aterials, as building stone, 
coal, copper, lead, nickel, etc. 
It is probable that American fishermen 
will urge the acceptance of this plan of 
adjustment, since it will give them free 
access to Newfoundland, and conserve the 
volume of their catch and return of fish. 
But how will the Canadians view the 
scheme, which is one of a reciprocal char­ 
acter? 
It certainly is opposed to their 
fishery interests. 
They can, therefore be 
relied upon, in all probability, to demand 
of Newfoundland the withdrawal of the 
proposition.

A t the recent Prison Congress a paper 
was read that very neatly and completely 
disposes of the assertion (hat education is 
not a deterrent of crime. 
It had been 
shown as a basis for the assertion that 
education does not diminish crime, that 
statistics prove that 70 per cent, of con­ 
victs can read and write ; therefore, it was 
reasoned, the tendency of common school 
education is not to lessen the numbers of 
the criminal class. 
The paper in question, 
we regret Wing unable to give the name 
of its author, points out in this argument 
a fatal error. 
That is, that it does not 
take into account the statistics of illiter­ 
acy. 
Suppose there were noue in all the 
land who could be classed as illiterate, 
then all crime would be represented by 
those classified as educated. 
Would that, 
however, prove that education is a stimu­ 
lant for crime, and that therefore it should 
W abandoned in favor of ignorance ? 
Cer 
tainly not. 
But the statistics do show; 
that while out of a population of given 
numbers 95 per cent, can read and write, 
and 70 per cent, of the criminal class come 
from such populations, the figures also 
prove that 30 per cent, of the criminal 
class spring from the five per cent, of illit­ 
erates in the population. 
So that the 
ignorant groups furnish six 
times more of the criminal class in propor 
tion to whole numbers than do the edu­ 
cated groups. 
In the face of such a show­ 
ing it is impossible to maintain that edu­ 
cation is not i i restraint of crime.

A R e c o rd U n io n reporter had an interest­ 
ing interview yesterday with E. C.Croly, who 
returned a few days since from an extended 
visit in the Eastern States and Canada. Mr. 
Croly is a native of Toronto, and most of 
his tim e was SDent in that and other por­ 
tions of Canada. 
H e left here on the 23d 
of July last, accompanied by Mrs. Croly, 
going by way of Oregon and W ashington, 
over the Northern Pacific 
Railroad to 
M inneapolis. 
H e found that tfce glowing 
reports of the wonderful prosperity of the 
Northwest were not greatly exaggerated. 
Immigrants and capital have been flowing 
into Oregon and 
W ashington, and the 
wilderness is being rapidly transformed 
into homesteads, and dotted here and there 
with enterprising, thriving cities. 
Without much delay on the route, Mr. 
Croly reached Minneapolis, the boom city 
of Minnesota. 
He describes it as a place 
of great enterprise aud marvelous growth. 
The city is being rapidly exteuded in all 
directions, and the buildings of the best 
character and of modern style. 
Of the 
businees men of M inneapolis, however, he 
has not the best opiuion—they are decided­ 
ly “on the m ake,” and. a9 a rule, are not 
over-scrupulous as to their manner of deal­ 
ing with newcomers. 
The chief products of Northern M inne­ 
sota are wheat aud lumber, but at M inne­ 
apolis cap italist are now erecting great 
sm elting works, where the ores i f some of 
tne Lake Superior mines will be reduced. 
Som e of the finest flouring m ills in the 
world are in operation there 
It is claimed 
that South Dakota and Minnesota will 
have 50 000 01:0 bushels eu’p us of wheat 
this year, most of which is exported in the 
shape of flour. 
Minnesota is a very poor fruit country, 
except that excellent apples are produced. 
In tlie iarger cities the people eat California 
fruit. 
Passing through W isconsin, Mr. Croly 
found that about the su a e condition pre­ 
vailed as in M innesota. 
Although there 
are evidences of prosperity iu the cities and 
manv farming districts, still there is an air 
of desolation about the ODce great pine 
regions that for forty years had yielded so 
much revenue to that State. 
These old­ 
tim e timber tracts are now dreury wastes 
of stumps, and the lai d is too poo: to war­ 
rant its being cleared for farming. 
After making a brief halt at Chicago, the 
wonderfully progressive melropolis of the 
great West, the tourists went to develan 1. 
It was twenty-five years since Mr. Croly 
had been there, and the changes that had 
been wrought iu that time were veiy greut. 
Cleveland is now a great manufacturing 
city of som e 270,000 people, 
lti 1806 the 
population was but 00,000. 
The chiel fuel 
used in the factories there is natural gas. 
From Cleveland they went to Budalo, N. 
Y., and thence into Canada. 
Mr. Croly 
found that the latter country had improved, 
in a genera! way, but it iiaii been at the 
expense of the producing classes. 
Canada 
is a free trade country, and therefore the 
farmers have all the world for competitors. 
.On the other band, the great corporations, 
railroads, manufactories, 
etc., are 
pro­ 
tected, but under a system that places none 
of the burden upon the shoulders of for­ 
eign traders. 
In order to build up and en­ 
courage manufacturing 
enterprise?, 
the 
latter are usully given a bonus by cim m u ­ 
nities, free sites for buildings and an ex ­ 
emption from taxation for long periods. 
The General 
Government, too, 
pays 
enormous subsidies to railroads, and in the 
last twenty yearn the Government imiebt- 
edness has grown from $30,000.000 to $300,­ 
000,000. 
There is not, says Mr. Croly, a 
town of 5 000 inhabitants in the province of 
Ontario that has not one or more subsi­ 
dized corporations. 
The people of Wood­ 
stock, w hile he was there, iuduced an agri­ 
cultural im plem ent company to remove its 
factory from Toronto to that place by giv­ 
ing $75,000 in cash, free building site, and 
exem ption from taxes for fifty years. 
The 
manufacturing business is booming, so to 
speak, but other interests are suffering, as 
the people who are not aided in this way 
have to supply the taxes for all. 
The in­ 
dustries that are "protected” thrive, while 
the others do not, and therein lies the dif­ 
ference between practical 
protection in 
Canada and the United States, which Mr. 
Croly explained to the Canadians, showiDg 
that here all classes are protected. 
Notwithstanding all the aid and encour­ 
agement given to manufacturing in Canada, 
tlie factories do not produce goods of equal 
quality with these of this country, although 
labor is much cheaper there than here. 
To show the difference 
between the 
wages paid in free trade Canada and this 
country, Mr. Croly said he had a nephew 
employed as a carriage-worker in Toronto, 
one of the best skilled workmen in bis line. 
H e received 25 cents a day more than ihe 
average workman, and his best wages were 
$1 50 a day. 
Here the same class of skilled 
labor would command from $3 75 to $4 a 
day. 
There tailors receive $1 25 per day 
(women 50 cents), while here tailors are 
paid from $3 to $4, and yet the comfort# 
and necessaries of life are as cheap here as 
there. 
The credit system prevails in Canada, 
and its ill effects are apparent on every 
hand. 
There is very little m oney in cir­ 
culation. 
The manufacturers and dealers 
take the notes of the farmers in exchange 
for goods, but the farmer must also give 
a chattel mortgage. 
H e pays 6 or 7 per 
cent, interest, and generally defaults by the 
lim e his debt is half paid, and his creditors 
get all he nad paid in and his persynal 
property, or a good share of it. The lar- 
niers of Canada not only have not im ­ 
proved under Canadian free trade in the 
last twenty-five years, but have actually 
retrograded. 
The cities, Mr. Croly says, have fared 
better than the country. 
In Toronto there 
are two streets with asphalt pavement. 
This style of pavement costs $3 a square- 
yard there, and the granite curbing is more 
expensive than here, as it has to be sunk 
below the frost-line. 
Cement sidewalks there cost 2s cents per 
square foot: here it costs from 15 to 13. 
Tnere the best ut skilled labor for that cless 
of work is bad for from $1 to $2 a day; here 
the same class of labor brings from ¿3 to $5. 
Cement there costs $3 75 per barrel; here it 
costs $4 25 
Gravel 
is 
cheaper there. 
Hence it will be seen that here in Sacra­ 
mento, where skilled labor is paid three 
lin its as much as in Toronto, and where 
the material is dearer, cement sidewalks 
really cost less than ihey do there. 
One 
reason is tbaq owing to the clim ate there, 
the cement has tobe laid heavier than here. 
Mr. Croly severely criticised the manner 
in which railroads are run in Ontario. 
Nearly all the easy positions on the roads 
are held by young Englishm en, sent out 
bv relatives who own slock in the roads. 
They ar? generally pompous, autocratic, 
uncivil to strangers and incompetent- 
Mr. 
Croly was so struck by the marked con­ 
trast between the manner of their operation 
and that of American roads, that he wrote 
an article on the subject, which was pub­ 
lished in one of the leading Toronto jour­ 
nals aud.created quite a stir in Canadian 
railroad circles. 
Copies were even sent to 
stockholders in England. 
These young Englishm en have practi­ 
cally run the native youths out of Canada 
—at least those with energy and snap, and 
who wish to get up in the world. 
This 
class generally go to the United States, 
where they have a chance to do som ething. 
As soon as one crosses the line from free- 
trade Canada into protected America he 
discovers a vast difference in the condition 
of things, says Mr (.’roly, and that differ­ 
ence is all in favor of the latter. 
But in all 
his travels he found-no place that plrased 
bim to well as California. 
He savs be re­ 
turns here better contented with Califor­ 
nia than he ever was. and satisfied to 
spend the remainder of his days here—as 
Tom Fitch so eloquently expressed it—“on 
the western rim ot the world, where burn­ 
ing sunsets caress the drowsy sea."

SHINN IS INSPECTED.

A n Id e a l “ R o b b ers’ R o o st”—M ore E vi­ 
d ences of N elson’s In n o cen ce—A V ic­ 


tim of C ircu m stan tial E vidence. 


The startling statements contained in the 
confession of Shinn, the outlaw, publiáhed 


i n yesterday’s S u n d a y U n i o n , was the 
main topic of conversation 
about the 
streets and hotels yesterday, and the gen­ 
eral opinion was reached that to Dorsey 
and Shinn deservedly belong the cham­ 
pionship belt for being the boldest and 
moat audacious desperadoes “that ever 
cut a throat or stopped a stage.’’ 
Great praise is justly awarded to Detective 
J. B. H um e for bis achievement. 
The revelations were simply astounding. 
Much sym pathy was expressed in behalf 
of young George Nelson, the unfortunate 
individual who was arrested, convicted and 
sent to the Penitentiary for ten years for a 
robbery which he never comm itted—a rob­ 
bery which was committed by Dorsey and 
8hinn. 
Nelson has now served about a 
year of his time at Fuisoin. This is w ith­ 
out doubt one of me most remarkable 
cases of mistaken identity ever heard of in 
this part of the country. Thomas Davis, 
foreman of the Curtis ranch near Arcade, 
was taking an Eastern friend, John Cownie, 
for a drive through the Haggin ranch. 
They had gone about forty rods beyond 
the saloon on the north side of the Amer­ 
ican river, and had just entered the narrow 
roadway between the long bridge (not then 
in use), and the heavy timber and under­ 
growth of the river bottom, when a man 
stepped suddenly out of the brush, and 
leveiinc a pistol at Davis ordered him to 
halt, which he did. 


HE WAS MASKED. 
The robber had a colored handkerchief 
over his face with holes cut for the eyes, 
and wore a loose overshirt that came down 
below his thighs, 
lie told the men in the 
buggy to fork over their money, and to be 
quick about it, that he "m eant business.'’ 
Davis and Cownie each threw his 3ilver out 
upon the ground aL the fellow’s feet, aud 
the former was s i exciud that he also 
threw out his pocketknife, po-tcffice key 
and tobacco. 
They were then told to 
throw down their watches, and Davis 
promptly compiled. Cownie not showiug 
a disposition to part with his “ ticker,” the 
pistol was leveled at him and the man be­ 
hind it began to “m onkey” with the trig­ 
ger, at the same trme telling Cownie that if 
the latter didn’t droD his watch he would 
blow his brairra out. Cownie parted with 
the article. 
After the robber had got all the money 
and valuables the men had he ordered them 
to go ahead, which was all that was left for 
them to do, although there was probably a 
dozen men at the suloon a few rods to the 
rear. They drove towards the Haggin res­ 
idence, a couple of miles beyond, while 
their despoiler disappeared in the thicket. 


R E C O G N IZED H IS V O IC E. 
As they drove along, Davis remarked to 
his friend that be must have known the 
robber somewhere—he was sure he knew 
that voice. It could belong to no other 
person than George Nelson, a painter, who 
had worked at the Curtis ranch, on the 
lower Stockton road, near Sacramento. He 
(Davis) had occupied there the same room 
and the same bed with him, and he would 
take his oath on a stack of Bibles that it 
was George Nelson that had robbed him. 
H e did not know in what part of the State 
Nelson was, but if anywhere in this local­ 
ity he was the m an. Davis was so positive 
of this that he repeated it to persons at the 
Haggin ranch, on reaching which place he 
telephoned to Sherili McMullen the facts 
of the robbery. 
Securing the services of a Constable Fred 
Gotobed, Davis and Cownie returned to the 
saloon at the bridge, and the former asked 
the proprietor if there was a man anywhere 
in that vicinity, or known to him , by the 
name of George Nelson. 
“ W hy, yes,” was the reply, “ I know 
him . 
He was here an hour or so ago, and 
wanted something to drink, but had no 
money. H e m ust have gone over to the 
dairy, a few hundred yards away.” 


EVERYTHING WAS AGAINST HIM. 
This news convinced Davis that Nelson 
was the robber, and as soon as Sherifl Mc­ 
Mullen and Deputies Becklc-y and Coggs- 
well arrived the officers went to the dairy, 
and there found the man they wanted. He 
was in the act of pumping some water to 
take to the house when arrested. H e said 
he bad cooked thedinner th. re for the men 
that day. but the latter denied it. and said 
that he'was not there at dinner time, but 
was preparing, when errested (about 2:30 p. 
m.), to cook the evening meal. 
A t the saloon it was learned that Nelson 
reached there on his way irom the city 
about 1 o'clock and left his coat and vest 
there when he went to the dairy. Both 
Davis and Cownie were confident that he 
was the man who robbed them, and he was 
brought to the city and jailed. No plunder 
was found upon Nelson, but, of course, this 
did not help him any. as everybody was 
satisfied that he had hidden it. 
The fact that Davis was satisfied he knew 
the voice of the man who held him u p ; 
that Nelson was found in the vicinity; and 
that his whereabouts at the hour the rob 
bery occurred had not been accounted for, 
made it look so suspicious, liiat there was 
little trouble in convicting Nelson of the 
crime. 
B E L IE V E D H E WAS IN N O C E N T. 
Police Captain Lee, then Chief of Police, 
was never satisfied, however, that Nelson 
was the right man. Said he yesterday: “I al 
ways felt it in my bones that that man was 
innocent.” 
Muj jr'lYnderson. who ably dp- 
fended Nelson at the trial was also confi­ 
dent that his client was the victim of cir­ 
cumstances. 
. 
Shinn, in his confession, says that it ««3 
him self who held up Davis and Cownie 
and took their valuables. Dorsey, he says, 
was hidden in the brush near bv ready to 
use his weapons should the victims re­ 
monstrate. 
, 
. 
Another remarkable feature of the affair 
is that Shinn and Xe'son bear a striking 
resemblance to each other, and those who 
have talked with both say that their voices 
are very similar. 
Shinn never knew, and does not at the 
present time know, that another man was 
sent to the Penitentiary for his crime. 
W arden Aull had a conference with Su- 
S 
erior Judge Artustrone, who sentenced 
lelson, and District Attorney Bruner, yes­ 
terday forenoon. 
He laid the facts before 
them in a formal way, and asked that they 
take charge of the matter, and see that 
justice is done Nelson. Both Judge A rm ­ 
strong and Mr. Bruner expressed them ­ 
selves as being desirous of righting the 
wrong done Nelson, if such proves to be the 
case, and they agreed to visit the Folsoiu 
Penitentiary this week, where they will 
examine Shinn and Nelson. In the m ean­ 
time the police will render what assistance 
they can in the matter. 


T H E R E N D E ZV O U S. 
As was stated in yesterday's article, Chief 
of Police Drew spent four weeks in search­ 
ing in the brush east of the north levee— 
and, in fact, for six miles up and down the 
banks of the American river—for the ren­ 
dezvous of the desperadoes. 
Early last 
m onth W arden Aull informed him that be 
had learned that the hiding-place was 
somewhere between Brighton and the river, 
and the Chief went to work immediately. 
He was assisted at times by bis brother and 
some bovs who live near the levee. 
The Chief was satisfied that if he could 
find the place his perseverance would be 
rewarded by the discovery of evidence 
which would tend to prove that Dorsey and 
Shinn had resided there during the time 
the num erous stage robberies and other 
depredations were going on (Shinu at this 
tim e not having evinced any disposition to 
make a confession). 
I t w a s not un i. Fridr.y last that he dis­ 
covered the hiding-place. 
And such a 
udaceit was! 
An ideal “ robbers roost, 
such as are described in the alluring dime 


n °“During my search,” said the Chief. I il 
waeer that I passed w ithin ten or twenty 
feet of that place a <1 z:n trines, and s ill 
could not find it”-w h ic h will give the 
reader an idea of what a magnificent hid 
ing place it was. 
A RO UGH T R IP . 
On Saturday m orning a party was made 
up at the police station for the purpose of 
going out to the rendezvous, and making a 
thorough examination of the premise» 
The party consisted of Chief Drew, his 
brother, Captain Lee, officers Arlington 
and Simmons, and a K e c o r d - L n i o n repre­ 
sentative. 
Three vehicles weie pressed into service, 
and the party drove out J street and 
crossed the north levee. The teams were 
bitched up at the edge of the brush, and 
the sextet nroceeded on foot through the 


thicket, Chief Drew leadiDg the way. He 
piloted them along cow trails, across ra­ 
vines and through brush, which in order 
to penetrate they had to crawl on their 
hands and knees. The Chief got off the 
trail him self several times, familiar as he 
was with the vicinity, and they had to re­ 
trace their steps. 
Finally, however, after crawling through 
a very dense thicket, and up a little hill, 
they found themselves on a little plateau, 
which for an area of about thirty feet 
square was clear of trees and brush. 
“A h ! here we are,” exclaimed Chief 
Drew, pointing to a little cabin which 
re8ted snugly in the foliage at the east end 
of the retreat. “Now, just take a look 
around you, gentlemen,” continued the 
Chief, “and see what a splendid hiding- 
place this is. Nature seems to have cut it 
out for the very purpose for which it was 
used.” 
AN ID E A L R E T R E A T . 
The others looked about them in amaze­ 
ment. 
In the center of the space was the fire­ 
place, and haDgiDg aoont on the trees were 
pots, kettles and other cooking utensils. A 
large fruit-box, bottom side up, was near 
the fire-place, and upon it were two pairs 
of knives and forks, two china plates, two 
cups, aud two rusty tin pans 
Their con­ 
dition indicated that they had been left 
just after a meal. 
Some soiled and rsgged articles of cloth­ 
ing were found lying about the place, and 
among them was a pair of pants, which 
the Chief said he c arid swear had been 
worn by Shinn cu various visits to the 
Brighton postoifice. Two pairs of old cast­ 
off brogans were also found in the clearing. 
They were immediately recognized as regu­ 
lation Slate Prison shoes, and were no 
doubt the ones worn by the desperadoes 
when they escaped from the San Quentin 
prison. 
Some fuse was found hidden under the 
bushes, and also a bottle containing seme 
powder. 
M AY H E L P N E LSO N . 
Chief Drew found among other things a 
postoifice key. This may be the identical 
one which was taken from Davis at the 
American river bridge robbery, and may 
assist the authorities considerably in cor­ 
roborating Shinn’s statem ent and proving 
poor Nelson’s innocence. 
The cabin was next inspected. It was, 
so Shinn saya, bailt by him and Dorsey 
early last winter. It is a very fair piece of 
work, considering that neither of the out­ 
laws was a carpenter, that they did not pos­ 
sess proper tools to work with, and that 
they had to steal such pdd pieces of lumber 
as they could lay their hands on. It is 
built on the "rough board finish” plan, and 
the ravages of the wind aud rain was kept 
out by newspapers pasted on the inside 
and pieces of gunny sacks stufled into the 
crevices. It is a one-room affair, about 
twelve feet by ten, with one door and one 
little window. 
A bunk built up on legs about three feet 
from the floor was on one side of the room, 
and in it were found several blankets and 
quilts and two straw pillows. 
A novel stove had been erected in an­ 
other corner of the cabin. It was made of 
a large galvan'zed iron kettle, turned bot­ 
tom side up, with a hole in the bottom for 
a stovepipe, and another hole in the side 
to admit the fuel. The stovepipe consisted 
of several j rims of stone sewer pipe. This 
stove W 8S in all probability used only for 
heating purposes. 


FIN D IN G E V ID E N C E . 
The flooring was torn up and a number 
of articles found which might have served 
es evidence had not Shinn made his con­ 
fession. Some writing paper of the same 
kind on which letters were sent East by 
the outlaws (some of which are now in 
the hands of Detective Hume) was dis­ 
covered. 
All of the newspapers pasted on the 
walls 
were 
of November, 1889, dates, 
wbich was abont the time, Shinn says, 
they completed the cabin. 
A gun-rack 
was secured to one of the walls, and a bot­ 
tle of gun-oil, cleaning-rods and other arti­ 
cles for keeping an arsenal in repair were 
found. 
Officer Arlington, in rummaging about the 
place, fouud a highwayman's mask. It was 
very simple in its construction, being a 
strip of barley-sack cloth abouteight incbes 
wide by twelve inches in length. Two 
holes for the eyes were cut in the cloth, 
and two pieces of string were attached to 
each end, so that the mask could be se­ 
curely tied above tbe head. One of the 
officers tied the mask on, and the reporter 
had a chance to see how effectively one of 
the3e contrivance can conceal a person’s 
face. 
Not a feature could be seen, save the 
eyes, as the cloth hung down below tbe 
chin. The cloth being loosely woven, like 
ail bagging, no difficulty is experienced by 
the person wearing the mask in breathing. 
A thorough S'arch was made by the offi­ 
cers in the brush surrounding the cabin, in 
the hope of finding some hidden booty, but 
nothing was found. 
The party returned to the city in the 
afternoon, bringing in a num ber of the 
articles found, and arrived at the jail in 
time to learn that detective H um e and 
Warden Aull were on their way down 
from Folsom with the news of Shinn's 
sensational confession—the details of which 
were published at length in the Sunday 
U n i o n yesterday. 


DANGEROUS PLACES. 


D ilap id ated Sidew alks T h at R eq u ire Con­ 


s i d e r a b l e P a t c h i n g . 
A couple of gentlemen who had occasion 
to come down I street yesterday report that 
they found a num ber of places where the 
sidewalks were broken and even dangerous 
to persons walking after dark. On the I- 
street side of the Sacramento Grammar 
School block there are planks missing; on 
the same street, between Nineteenth and 
Twentieth,south side, thesidew alk is badly 
broken, and on the same side of the street, 
betw een Twentieth and TweDty-first, two 
planks are broken. 
The attention of the Street Commissioner 
is also called to the condition of the side­ 
walk on the northeast corner o f Twelfth 
and P streets, opposite a vacant lot. Many 
of the boards are loose and others broken, 
aud as tbe walk is a couple of feet above 
the ground, there is danger of pedestrians 
being seriously injured unless it is soon re­ 
paired.

OAKLAND AND SACRAMENTO. 


THEY WERE WINNERS IN YESTERDAY’S 
BALL GABIES.

There was no lim it to the excitement and 
enthusiasm manifested by the spectators 
who attended yesterday’s ball game in this 
city between tbe Oaklands and Stocktons, 
and it is doubtfni it snch an exciting finish 
to a game was ever before seen here.

In 
their o i n town the Stockton club could not 
have been encouraged more, and as a re­ 
sult the nine gave Oakland one of tbe 
hardest battles that has evtr been seen on 
a ball ground. 
Carsey was in the box for Colonel Robin­ 
son's team, but he gave w ry to Shaw after 
the third inning, realizing that the Banner 
Island club were gauging his pitching with 
too great ease. 
Oakland started off in the first inning by 
scoring two men. Dungan knocked out a 
single, and Dooley followed with a home- 
run drive. Stockion fought hard to tie the 
score, but did not succeed until the fourth 
iuniug. 
Stcckwell and Armstrong each 
made a hit, and both men scored on W il­ 
son’s sacrifice and a clean hit by Fudger. 
Oakland again took the lead in the fifth 
inning, scoring two t u d s o» hits by Can- 
tillion, Lohman and Shaw, and a base on 
balls by Sweeney. 
Stockton reduced their opponents’ lead 
to one run in the sixth inning by tallying 
Wilson on errors by Cantiliion and “Tip” 
O’Neill. 
In tbe seventh inning the Oakland team 
gained another run, Dooley reaching first 
base on a hit and scoring on Lohm an’s 
three-base hit to right field. 
Neither side scored in the eighth inning, 
and when the ninth commenced the score 
was 5 to 3 in favor of the Oakland Club. It 
was generally conceded that the game 
would end thus, but when Fudger, the first 
Stockton man to the bat, made a hit, the 
crowd prepared to do some tail coaching. 
Shaw, the Oakland pitcher, became wor­ 
ried and threw a wild pitch, allowing 
Fudger to reach third base.

waited aud went to first on balls. 
Hoff­ 
man hit an easy one to McDonald, who 
thre w wild to Dooley. The batter was safe, 
Fudger scored aud the excitement kept 
growing every moment. 
Stockwell was encouraged to do his best, 
but he could only hit a grounder to Doolev. 
The latter thought he had the ball easily, 
but being too sure he “juggled” and then 
threw wildly to third base, with the result 
that Halliday and Hoffman scored, giving 
the Stocktons a lead of one run. 
The crowd fairly raised the grand stand 
with shouts and yells. The small boys 
tossed their hats into the air, the 8tockt n 
club fell over one another in their excite­ 
ment, and for fully five minutes pande­ 
m onium reigDed. The side was afterward 
retired in one, two and three order, and 
the Oaklands came to the bat for their last 
time.

Sunset D oesn’t Count. 
The sun rises to-morrow morning, the 
day of election, at 6:34 a . m ., and sets at 
4:54 p . m . 
This data is furnished at the re­ 
quest of several of the election officers. 
The Legislature of 1889 amended Section 
1160 of the Political Code (Slat. 1889, p. 
425) so as to read : 
"The polls m ust be opened at sunrise of 
the morning of the day of election, and 
m ust be kept open until 5 o'clock on the 
afternoon of the same day, when the polls 
shall be closed.”

D?. RECORD-UNION : YOUR REFERENCE 
to myself iu connection with the office of 
District Atioruev, coupled with the remark that 
I have "gone off after lalse gods, and shower 
anathema upon both the Republican and Dem­ 
ocratic parties,” iu Tuesday morning’s Rkcord- 
Umon, justifies me, 1 thiuk, iu saying a few 
words upon that subject, 
Iu tbe first place, there is no occasion to in­ 
stitute a comparison between Mr. Ryan, the 
regular Republican nomiuee for that offlce, and 
myself. I nave not heard anyone oppose him 
ou" j'ersoual grounds. I have known him for 
many years, and recognize in him a young man 
of more than ordinary promise. 
In the second place, the nomination to this 
offlce by the Citizens' C immlttee was not of my 
seeking, as you well know. 1 have consented 
tobe ibeir candidate for lhat office because I 
heartily approve of that movement—a move­ 
ment intended to take the government of the 
city and county out of the hands ol political 
“ bosses" and place it under the control of 
property-owBers. tax payers aud good citizens 
generally. You kindly a'cord me the virtue . t 
having “decided opinions." So be it. My de­ 
cided opinion, then, is, that tbe management of 
tlie Republican and Democratic parties is h ' pe- 
lcssiv corrupt. 1 solemnly and firmly belie e 
that the acknowledged ieadrr3 of both these 
parties thrive by ¡ orr-pting the elective tr.in 
chise, and by se ling nomination to office; that 
primary elections are often carried by fraud, 
frequently by force and violence, and «gain by 
massing at ihe polls large numbers of rough', 
shoulder-striktrs, rounders ami gutter snipes, 
fished lor the oceasiou irom dives, dens ami 
brothels of the eily, to disgust or intim’date 
legal and honest voters; that by these means, 
and such as these, the "bosses’ secure to be 
chosen numerous delegates to tbe uominating 
conventions who are willing tools (tor a consin- 
eraiion) of the managers, ami they are thus 
able to sell, and do sell, nominations for the 
most responsible positions to aspiring candi­ 
dates. for coin. This opinion is partly the re­ 
sult of personal observation during a good 
many years, aud partly the result of readiog 
the caustic cri icisms iu the Record-Union ana 
the “Daily Bee” of the political methods em­ 
ployed bv tbe Republican and Demo.ratio 
parties in this city and county. 
11 it is not true that persons desiring nomi­ 
nations for office iu this city and couuty, at Ihe 
hands of either Republican or Demo:ra ie Con­ 
ventions, ia order to be successful, are frequent­ 
ly compelled to pay, and do pay, large sums of 
money to the "bosses” for these u o r inaiions, 
then, indeed, there is no justification for the 
Citiz-ns’ organizaron: If it is true there is no 
justification for any other. 
Yeu are pleased to say that I am a good 
lawver. Waiving this point, I have at least 
read the staiutes against bribery, and know 
that he who receives money, and he who pays 
money to influence delegates in a nominating 
convention, «re alike guilty of a felony. (?ee 
Sec. 57. Penal Code.) 
In contemplation of law. there is no distinc­ 
tion in the offense between the man who paya 
money to be nominated to office and the man 
who steals, robs on the highway, breaks in 
yotir house at night, commits rape, t.ngvry or 
assault to murder. But through "bossism’’ and 
machine politics the result is quite d.flerent— 
the man who buys his nomination, instead of 
being condemned as a felon, is frequently 
elected to an honorable cilice, while the man 
who steals or robs is sent to expiate his crime 
in a felon’s cell. These different results teud to 
utterly confuse the question of right and wrong 
in all but the clearest intrllect. 
, , . . 
This system of politics lias been upheld, in­ 
dorsed and encouraged for years bv both the 
Democratic and Republican pa'ties. Nomatter 
how vicious tbe methods used to make nomina­ 
tions, these organizations are every ready to 
wink at the crime and r lly to the support of 
the ticket. For «lie- . and other reasons. I am, 
as you say. no longer of ihe Republican house- 


b(Tbe movement of the citizens of ?acramcnto 
in bringing forward an Did. pendent ticket is a 
solem-’ nroiest egflin-i these criminal and dis 
graceful methods of ihe two great political 
v-irties.

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OCTOBER WEATHER. 


A n UuuhuhI A b sen ce o f R a in — O ther 
N o ta b le F ea tu res. 
The October weather review sent out by 
Lieutenant Finley, of the Pacific Coast 
Signal Service system, shows the following 
fa c ts: 
The most striking feature for the weather 
for the m onth of October has been the 
m arked deficiency in rainfall throughout 
th e Pacific coast States. The cause for this 
decrease in precipitation is due to a falling 
off in the num ber of storms which have 
entered the north Pacific coast from the 
Japan current, and also, and more especi­ 
ally, to tbe fact that these storms have 
passed eastward at a higher latitude than 
in previous Octobers. 
The am ount and 
distribution of rainfall dependent upon the 
latitude of the storms from the Japan cur­ 
rent is one of the most im portant features 
of Pacific coast weather and is worthy of 
the careful attention of the public. 
Rainfall—Except in Arizona the rainfall 
is everywhere deficient. 
The decrease 
varies from .1*0 inches at Baker City and 
Keeler to 2 95 inches at Eureka and 2 13 
inches at Olympia. 
The excess varies 
from .88 inches at Fort Grant to 1.58 inches 
at Yuma. Rain fell on the following dates: 
In W ashington, 1st to 8th, 11th to 24th; 
Oregon 1st to 8th, 11th to 14th, lG:h to 
19th, 22 i; California, 1st to 3d, 9th. 10;h, 
18:h, lO.h; Nevada, 1st, 2d. 9th to 11th, 14tb; 
Arizona, 1st to 4th, 10th to 12 h. The 
heaviest rainfalls in 24 hours were 150 
inches at Yuma on tbe 4th, and 1 22 inches 
a t Fort Canby on the 5th. Tbe heaviest 
m onthly rainfalls were: Fort Canby,5 30 
inches; 
Portland, 2 80 inches; Olympia, 
2 60, and Yuma, 170. The following sta­ 
tions reported no 
rainfall 
during the 
m onth: San Francisco, Sacramento. Red 
Bluff, Fiesuo, Los Angeles, San Diego.

The excess 
ranges from one degree at Olympia to ten 
degrns at Los Angeles. The deficiency 
ranges from two degrees at Eureka to four 
degrees at Baker City. It remains stationary 
at Fort i ar.by and Fresno.

tem perature, 98 degrees, occurred at Los 
Angelí s on the 21st and 27th. 
The lowest 
tem perature 20 degrees, occurred at Baker 
City on the 15th.

TRUCXEE BASIN. 


A R e g io n W ith G reat T im b e r a n d O th e r 
R e so u rc e s. 
(Truckee Republican.] 
A visitor to this part of the country re­ 
cently was favorably impressed with the 
resources of this region and wrote an ac­ 
count of it. 
We extract from the letter 
the follow ing: 
“The lumber industry will always m ain­ 
tain a prom ineut position in the progress 
of Truckee. That it is not too much to 
prophesy a perm anent nature for this in­ 
dustry is apparent to any unprejudiced 
observer who has been through the moun­ 
tains. 
T hfre it will be found that wherc- 
ever the original forest was removed by 
the pioneers a second growth has sprung 
up, which is even now of commercial value. 
The writer has noted thousands of second- 
growth pines that were from one to two 
feet in diameter, and this new growth is 
already being utiliz-d for mining timber, 
firewood, etc. Another notable fact is that 
the pres nt growth is far more dense than 
the original one, and will stand reduction 
of at least 50 per cent, in order to allow 
the beet development of the remainder. 
' It is estimated that something like 50,­ 
000.000 feet of lumber annually are turned 
out of the mills in the Truckee basin, and 
still but little impression has been made 
upon the vast forests which cover tbe 
m ountains in that direction. 
"oister industries to the production of 
lumber, because carried on in the same 
locality, are the ice business and the sum ­ 
m er dairy ing. The m ountains contain ex­ 
tensive valleys and plateaus upon which 
there i= always a heavy growth of grass in 
the spring, which lasts until late in the 
fall. 
Dairymen who reside permanently 
in the vshey have learned this fact, and 
during the sum m er m onths they take their 
herds to these nutritions m ountain pastures 
and keep them thereuntil the fail. The 
butter made here is of a superior quality 
and alw ivs commands the highest price. '

T h e B larney- sto n e . 
About four miles from Cork, Ireland, is 
situated the famous castle Blarney, in 
w hich is found the equally famous Blar­ 
ney stone. 
Its exact position in the ruins 
is a m atter of dispute, but most guides aver 
th a t it is located in the wall about four 
feet from the top of the keep tower. 
To 
kiss it is supposed to confer not only the 
gift of fluent speech, 1 lit also grace and 
elegance of manner and success in love. 
G reat numbers of the Irish peasantry re­ 
sort to the castle every year for the pur­ 
pose of kissing a stone possessing such sov­ 
ereign jovers, though how far the action 
is inspired by faith, and (ar by whimsical 
obedience to an old custom, is hard to tell. 
I t has neen suggested by one antiquary 
th a t the stone, like the “ Stone of Scone,” 
on which English sovereigns are stiil 
crowned, was a Druidic altar, incorporated 
in the wall of the castle. 
Legend, how­ 
ever, gives the reputation of the Blarney 
etoue no greater antiquity than the begin­ 
ning of the seventeenth century, when a 
Lord Blarney promised the English con­ 
querors of the island to surrender his 
castle, but evaded the performance of his 
promise by so many voluble and plausible 
excuses that “ to come from Blarney” was 
equivalent to the possession of a tongue 
th a t could palliate any shortcoming, how­ 
ever serious.— Glob?.-Democrat.
